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4. PROJECT DATA: 

A. Cvirrent Objectives 

By subsidizing the AECAMBISTA/l newspaper^ to deny the 
Soviets an unchallenged voice In the Belorussian language eunong Belorussian 
emigres, peurtlcularly In Europe, and to dlsaffect the Belorussian populace 
through clandestine distribution of the newspaper within the B^IR.

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D. Analysis of Effectiveness 
(1) Chronological List 

a« Significant Operational Events . There vere no 
significant operational events of a positive nature In Ff>1960. Ff-196o 

plans for development of an AEOPOR FI program In the REDSKIN field \rere 
not realized. The new Field case officer es^lalned as follows: 
"AECAMBISXA/19> has been hilled as the operational chief of 
AECAMBISTA/I, Is presently the main point of contact between the Field 
case officer and AECAMBISTA/I. Repeated explanations of >diat Is desired 
In REDSKIN operations and the critical need for such operations^ as well 
as assurances that money Is available to defray the costs of travel and 
other e^^enses Involved, have been given to ABCAMBISTA/15, both by the 
previous Field case officer and by the undersigned. The case officer has 
also made It clear to AECAMBISTA/1^ that he Is willing to spend as much 
time as Is needed In providing operational training to AECAHBISTA/19 and 
In directing any operations AECAMBIST^l^ or his associates can generate. 
AECAMBISTA/19 's contacts with the case officer, however, have been limited 
by AECANBISTA/^? approximately one meeting per month since JUne i960. 
This Is hardly enou^ to conduct worthwhile REDSKIN operations, espe> 
dally since AECAMBISTA/I's loosely connected personnel assets seem to 
be scatt63red all over Western Europe, and the AECAMBISTA/l goal appears 
to be to run operations into the BSSDR through Poland.” 

The Field case officer went on to expldn that 
AECAMBISTA/15 is a full-time employee of PBCHORD and that he simply 
does not have the necessary time for AEQUDR. 

The sole operational undertaking by AECAMBISTA/l in 
FY-I960 Involved a Belorussian collaborator, a Swedish citizen, \ibo was 
to be sent Into Poland to assess operational potential frcmi.the Belo- 
russian commudty there into the BSSR. This operation was a total 
fiasco; the trip was never made. 

b. Target Actions and Reactions . In June i960, the 
Soviets annoxmced the establishment of a "Belorussian Section" of the 
Committee for Return to the Homeland and Develoianent of Cultural Ties 
with Conpatrlots based in Minsk. This indicates an increasing Soviet 
Interest In exploiting the Belorussian emigration for their purposes, 
both propagandlstic and operational. The Soviet release read in part: 

"A major fimctlon of the new Belorussian Section will be to unmask the 
coarse lines of anti -Soviet propaganda disseminated by dirty nationalist 
publications which want to sepairate the emigres frcsn their homeland." 

It is felt that AECAMBISTA/I on behalf of its newspaper can take some 
share of the credit for this diatribe. 
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(2) Pertinence to HMD 

The AEQITOR tasks listed In paragraph above exe 
compatible with the SR Division Operational Program, paragraph VA2b 
of which establishes the need for providing Soviet citizens with in- 
foimatlon not slanted in the direction of Communism. The project Is 
also In a sense a denial operation, for idxlch provision Is made In 
paragraph VA3 of the SR Operational Program, althovigh it is not de- 
scribed &8 such in that docviment. 

E. Cover, Control, and Security 

The AECAMBIST^l publication appears as the offlcleil organ 
of the group. Funds granted to AECAMBISO^l for publication of the 
newspaper ostensibly emanate frcsn AECAMBIST/V/l coffers, augmented by 
contributions frm emigres devoted to the realization of Belorussian 
national freedom. The Field case officer delivers monthly subsidies to 
a cutout for transmittal to the publications staff. KUBARK can not be 
involved in disposal problems, as si^port goes to AECAMBISTA/I only In 
the form of a subsidy. KUBARK takes no responsibility for the welfare 
of group members or collaborators. 

We continue to depend upon the patriotic motivation of those 
witting of the KUBARK -AECAMBISTA/1 arrangement to prevent detrimental 
disclosures . 

KUBARK controls the AECAMBISTA/I newspaper by supplying ap- 
proximately 90 per cent of the total operating funds. To date 
AECAMBISTA/I has been readily responsive to editorial suggestions from 
KUBARK. 



P. Assessment of Indigenous Agents 

The principal agent of AEQUOR is AECAMBISTA/4. He is seen 
at infrequent Intervals by the case officer, vho has reported: 
"AECAMBISTA/4, the head of ABCAMBISTA/I, lives in Paris, where he ap- 
parently devotes most of his time to emigre politics not directly con- 
nected with this project. Whatever control KUBARK has over the 
AECAMBISTA/I personnel involved in the project must be exerted through 
AECAMBISTA/4. Ihe undersigned has met AECAMBISTA/4 one time; this was 
during a trip AECAMBISTA/4 made to Munich on PBCHORD emigre business in 
August i960. During this one meeting with AECAMBISTA/4, which was also 
attended by AECAMBISTA/15 and lasted about two and one - half hours, in 
the settled atmosphere of a comfortable safe apeirtment, the undersigned 
attempted to get answers to the following questions, which appear to be 
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as imclear at Headquarters as they are here: specifically. Is 

the AECAMBISTA/I orgaiolzatlon? VAio are the AECAMBISTVl assets In 
Eastern Poland and the BSSR and precisely vhere are they located? 
IMfortunately, the answers received to both questions were as vague as 
Information already contained In the old AEQbOB files. As best could 
be detexiolned, AECAMBISIA/I Is not an official organization but a rather 
yoffxe and loose association of Individuals vlth xut.tlonallstlc aspirations 
for a common homeland who recognize AECAMBIS!IA/4 as president, of their 
government In exile. To determine the extent of AECAMBISTA/^'s Influ- 
ence In the emigration and the number of his adherents would, xinfor- 
tunately, necessitate a lei^by Investigation and study In Itself. It 
should be recognized, however, that AECAMBISIA/4 Is not the sole pre- 
tender to leadership of the Belorussian anlgratlon, and even In that 
segment of the emigration which recognizes him as president, his In- 
fluence Is not unchallenged.'* 

With the realization that development of Project AEQUOR along 
REDSKIN lines without the e 2 q>endlture of much time, money, and man- 
power, Is unlikely, the Impoirtance of other members of the grovq> 
diminishes. If the recommendations made In this paper are approved, 
KUBARK's only continuing Interest will be the organization’s news- 
paper. It Is therefore sufficient to say that the editors and writers 
of the newspaper are responsive to the desires of ABCAMBISTA/4, Who 
has eilways been responsive In tiim to KUBARK edltoral suggestion. We 
have not recently maintained an operational contact with any of these 
editors or writers, with the exception of AECAMBISTA/ 15 . 

G. American Project Personnel 

Project AEQUOR currently reqvilres the part-time services 
of two staff officers: a Field case officer and a Headquarters case 

officer.

J. Plans for the Ensuing Year 

The following are the PLeld case officer's recommendations, 
concurred in by the Headquarters desk: "In simnnary, concerning the 

operational phase of the project, it can be said that our experience 




during the past year clearly demonstrates that without a major over- 
hauling of the project along the lines recommended by AECAMBISTA./4, 
very little can be expected in worthwhile intelligence results. To 
carry out the recommendations of AECAMBISTA/4, on the other hand, 
would entail the full-time services of a Sleld case officer, at least 
during the initial phases of the reorganization, to heuidle problems 
involving cover, training, and so forth, for the proposed full-time 
agents. Furthemore, it is doubtful that the chances of success 
warrant the Increased Investment in both money and manpower which would 
be required." 

It is therefore recommended that: 

(1) Biere be continued the|^ linnual subsidy of 

the weekly AECAMBISTA/I newspaper; 

(2) A contingency fund of $1,000 be set aside for ad- 
ministrative costs and for the exploitation of random REDSKIN oppor- 
tunities if they arise. 

AECMBISTA./4 has made repeated Impassioned pleas for svipport of 
AECAMBISTA/I now self -supported broadcasts over Radio Madrid to the 
extent of $4,000 per annum. It is felt that the AEQUDR program is not 
conq>rehenslve enoxigh to Justify such a subsidy; nor is the quality of 
overall Radio Madrid programming sufficiently high to recommend such 
an vindexi»klng. 

As for continuation of the newspaper subsidy, as the Field case 
officer has pointed out: "The same general considerations behind our 

subsidization of the paper that pertained a year ago are probably still 
valid." The newspaper, now in its thirteenth year, is published in 
two thousand copies weekly. Apart from. European and American distri- 
bution, one hundred copies are sent to Sweden, of which a third are 
reforwsrded to addressees Inside Belorussian Poland. Some of these 
find their way into the BSSR, it is believed, and additional copies 
are sent directly to reindom addresses in the BSSR. The Field states 
that a certain amount of letter response indicates that the newspaper 
is well received behind the Iron Curtain. In addition, it is probable 
that the nationalistic feelings nurtured by the AECAMBISTA/I newspaper 
within the Belorussian emigration are bound to be passed on to Soviet 
Belorussians via travel and correspondence. Total impact of the news- 
I>aper within the BSSR defies measurement. 

It is clear from the above figures that the overwhelming share of 
the newspaper's audience is in the emigration and that its primary 
audience effectiveness is with the emigres. Continued subsidy of the 
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nevspaper voxild not be defensible If this were the sole consideration. 
We must also consider the fact that the newspaper represents a dissent- 
ing voice in the Belorussian language (even though outside the Iron 
Curtain) at a time when the Soviets axe making strenuous efforts to 
destroy nationalistic feelings among Soviet minority groups. In a 
sense, over and above the positive benefit of providing the Belorussian 
emigration with objective news and a periodic anti -Communist edito- 
rial massage, the operation is a denial operation, not only in that it 
denies the Soviets a monopoly voice in the Belorussian language, but 
becavise it denies them the satlsf suction of witnessing the downfall of 
another antagonist. Another factor to be considered is that continued 
limited suppoirt militates against the souring of an emigre organization 
that has been associated with us for ten years and for idiich we ml£d>t 
have specific need, not now foreseeable, in the futvire. 

On the basis of these factor^t is felt that the project is 
worth the relatively small sm of(_ ! seeded to continue subsidy 



of the newspaper, and it is so reccmmendsd.
